The demand for precious’ stones, 
in spite of the enormously enhanced 
price, was never so great as. it fs to 
day. Diamonds, which have always 
been regarded. as the premier of the 
world’s gems, bave come under con- 
trol by the South African producers 
and.the Union Gavernment, and, ac- 
cording to De Beers, the market is in 
a very sound and. strong condition,

the supply, In this country ‘and in 
others where people are enjoying a| 
new prosperity from riches made 
during the war they are bought to 
be worn.

still, is,.a good demand: for ‘fancy * 
stones, such as the greenish bine’ 
‘zircon, which. come . from, lidia, in 
addition ‘to a variety’ of ‘coloured’ . 
.atones of a less. expensive’ nature. - - 

People who always. wear precious : 
rstones: find that constant’ rubbing. 
ragainst fabrics will to some .extent. 
“wear them ‘away. "This ‘is. partico- . 
larly, noticeable. with, the facts of 
' The. ‘diamond -is, also 
brittle, and may easily be fracture d.” 


Pearls,'too,: being partly. ‘organic’ 
in nature,, are not everlasting. In 
centuries they decay. ‘They should, 
‘never be allowed to. come in’ contact, 
‘With any acid. Even’ weak acids. 
like lemonade or vinegar. may injure’. . 
their. justre: When. not in use’ fir 
‘pearls should’ always. be kept i in’a 
‘place that !s dry and cool.” Heat and: 


moisture have. deteriorating’ tenden-
